Upland salvage wardens are 
requested by Salvage Chairman 
Howard N. Mason to be pres- 
ent at 7 o’clock tomorrow eve- 
ning at Upland chamber of com- 
merce to participate in making 
plans for the city-wide salvage 
drive which has been set for Fri- 
day, October 2. 





Upland salvage drive’ is begin- 
ning to go to town, both literally 
and figuratively, it is revealed in 
announcements made by Howard 
NN. Mason, general chairman and 
EB. E. Hawthorne, disposal chair- 
man, with approximately $100 al- 
ready realized from the sale of 
scrap metals recently hauled to 
Los Angeles disposal centers. 

Deliveries to the city consisted 
of around 10 tons of scrap tron, 
galvanized sheet iron and wire, 
and small quantities of ° brass, 
copper and other materials. With 
returns on the first sale of sal- 
vage still incomplete, it is  éx- 
pected that the amount realized 
will run over $100, Mr, “Haw- 
thorne indicated. 

With this healthy start, it can
